throughont the British Isles, Ii 
the early autumn of the same 
year, the Duke and Duchess went 
north to Scotland, spending a 
short time at. Glamis and Bal- 
moral, and upon their return to 
London, they took up their 
vesidencze in Curzen Houre. 
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Inu the spring, they moved to 
the home of the Duchess’ parents 


in Bruton Street, where on April 
2Ist 1926 their first child, 
Princess Elizabeth, the Beir 
Presumptive to the throne, was 
born and this news brought 
great j»y and happiness through- 
‘ut the whole British Empire. 
When the baby was only eight 
months of age, ther had to leave 
on an important state niission, 
They had received an invitation 
to open the new state capital of 
Canberra in Australia, and 
history was to repeat itself be- 
cause on the ex ict same date, 
May 9th, twenty-six years befere, 
the father of the present King 
when he wasthe Duke of York, 
opeved the Parliament § «§ 
Melbourne in 1901 Ou January 
6th 1927, the Royal couple sailed 
away from Portsmouth on the 
famous battle-erniser Renown. 
During the jong trip, they  stop- 
ped at numerous places for 
Geremonials and receptions, such
